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Brake Hold 


The brake hold system keeps the brake applied when the shift lever is in “D", “S” or “N” 
with the system on and the brake pedal has been depressed to stop the vehicle.

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Cruise Control (If Equipped) 


Cruise control allows the driver to maintain a constant speed without having to operate 
the accelerator pedal. 

Use for highway driving or when traveling at a constant speed for long periods of time.
